Refrigorator osra on a switch i 
track bostde the building were mash- 1 
ed flat by the falling walls. 

Three unidentified foreigm r< wi re 
seen fleeing from ilie l)ii<l(liiii; a 
few seconds before the explosion. 

Investigation has been followed 
by a statement from tho bead of the 
Kaaaas City Dstsetlva taraan to the 
offset that clews indicate the wreck- 
era were European spies unf.ivor- 
i.ble to the alli. s 

A fire which hur.st out in the same 
building several wi>ek8 ago and did 
several thousand dollara worth of 
damage, was doslarod at the time to 
ta of iaoaadtary orlgla. 

That there was absolutely no 
natural cause for this eveniin; s ex- 
plosion, Superintendent Hale, oi thi 
Cudahy company, admitted. There 
were no gas pipes, gas tanks, ammo- 
nto taaks or any othor tanks of ex- 
p'oslvss la tha talldtag. 

The beef house was 250 by 300 
feet and had six stories and a liase- 
nieut. In it were stored :!,000 
dressed boovos. Tbero ware siso quan- 
tHles of lard, saasago. . pork and 
other grades of moat. Thaiklant was 
at laat Kaaaaa Avsaaa aaa the Kaw 
river. 

The explosion apparently took 
place in the center of the north side 
of the building. probaMy oa the 
second floor.
